WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—(/P>— 
B. H. Lamarre, president of Avia- 
tion Electric Company, testified to- 
day that although his salary in 
1941 
was carried on the company's 
books at about $31,000, approxi- 
mately $28,000 of this sum was 
paid to Maj. Gen. Bennett 
E. 
Meyers. 
He had told the senate war in- 
vestigating committee earlier that 
Meyers put up all the money to 
organize the firm which received 
over a million dollars in war busi- 
ness. 


Former Salary $36 a Week. 
Lamarre, who had testified that 


Meyers took him from a $35 a 
week job and installed him as 
head of the company, undertook 
to explain the complicated book- 
keeping arrangement on salary, 
but Senator Ferguson 
(R-Mich) 


took over and summed It up this 
way: 
"Meyers Instructed you to pay 
the salary out to yourself, pay the 
Income tax and then give the rest 
of the money to him." 


The witness assented. 
Testimony on the company's war 


business was received last week. 
Lawrence D. Bell, president of the 
Bell Aircraft Corp., said he sent 
$1,053,000 worth 
of subcontracts 
to Aviation Electric at Meyers' 
suggestion 
it 
could handle 
the 
business.

Meyers, now retired from the 
army, was deputy chief of 
air 
forr.e 
procurement 
(purchasing) 


during the war.

Lamarre said his wife was sec- 
retary to Meyers when the army 
officer gave him the job with the 
Dayton concern. 
Lamarre said he thought it was 
some tiny in 1943 that he remov- 
ed Me.yers' name from the firm's 
records. 


"I don't recall that he told me 
exactly why," Lamarre sild, "but 
I had vnined the impression from 
him that in his position in the 
army he could not afford to be 
connected with any company."

Tho subcommittee on Arab pro- 
posals for a unitary nation has 
completed its work but will not di- 
vulge Its final plan until the group 
assigned to implement the parti- 
tion scheme makes

findings 
known. Both subcommittees origin- 
ally were to have submitted their 
reports on Oct. 29.
